| Provisions Which ‘Favor the City-Will 


Get to Work on the Piant at Once= 
Many New Companies Will, Compete 
for Patronage When the Bell Micro- 
phone Patents Become Inoperative Jan. 
30—Plans of the Leading Corporations 
When They Will Work. 

In the City Council meeting last night Ald. 
O'Neill of the Seventh Ward introduced an 
ordinance of the Western Telephone Con- 
struction company. Itis an ordinary tele- 
phone ordinance, covering the whole city, and 
it was referred to the Committee on Gas, Oil, 
and Electric Lights. 

Within seven years all wiresare to be placed 
underground. Underground work in streets 
is to be done between the hours of 7 p. m. and 
7a. m. within the district bounded by T wenty- 
second street, Paulina street, Chicago avenue, 
and the lake, and the streets are to be restored 
to good condition within thirty days. A de- 
posit of $3,000 to cover this work is offered. 


‘No greater rent may be charged ‘regular sub- 


scribers than $75-for the first year, $70 dur- 
ing the second year, and $65 thervafter. Tele- 
phones for the city are not to be charged for 
at a rate greater than $1 peryear.. A bond of 
$50,000 is provided for. The company agrees 
to pay semi-annually into the City Treasury 5 
per cent of its gross receipts. The franchise 
is to be forfeited unless the company places 
its wires and poles as required by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works or shall neglect 
any of the termsof theordinance, Sixty days 
are given for the acceptance of the ordinance. 

Jan. 30 the Bell Telephone company will 
meet with competition. The ordinance intro- 
duced last night is an opening wedge and it is 
said that companies will, on that date, spring 
up in all parts of the country. These compa- 
nies will begin Jan..31, they say, for Jan. 30 
they claim the grip of the great monopoly will 
be loosened on the country. On that date what 
is familiarly called the extension on the 
fundamental patent covering the vital feature 
of the telephone will expire. 

The citizens of smaller towns and cities will 
be first to enjoy a service soid for lower rates, 
the competing companies say. In cities of 
the first-class rival exchanges will be estab- 
lished more slowly. Representatives of the 
Bell company, .who are qualified to speak, 
concede that patents of great importance ex- 
pire Jan. 30. But the invalidity of other pat- 
ents, which they claim cover the devices, that 
become free this month has not yet been de- 
termined. ' Nor have the scores of subdevices, 
which are yet essential parts of working tele- 
phones, passed out of the Bell company’s 
hands. And lastly, say the Bell spokesmen, 
the exchanges they have built up in large cities 
arte in themselves impossible to duplicate, 
save at great expenditure of time and money, 

In this city half a dozen or more ‘telephone 
companies organized to enter the struggle for 
business have headquarters." Most of them 
say they will work in small towns first, but 
will eventually try and establish exchanges in 
Chicago. 

The Patent on the Receiver. 

The Bell telephone patent which expires 

Jan, 30 is familiarly known as an extension 


_of the patent which expired March 7 of last 
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monopoly which resisted every onslaught 
made through the courts. It was to the Bell 
people what the old Page patent on the 
adjusting springs was to the Western Union 
in telegraphy. The device covered by it was 
originally used as a transmitter. . In the early 
days of the instrument it was found tvo weak 
for that purpose and it was replaced bya 
transmitter which was operated by a battery, 
called a microphone. The original device be- 
came the receiver, and it is in that part of the 
instrument today: 

In the seventeen years of this patent’s ex- 
istence electricians all éver the world labored 
to make the magneto telephone,as the original 
device is technically known, adaptable to all 
the conditions of transmitting speech. Many of 
them claimed to have so perfected it as to ren- 
der it the equal of the inicrophone transmitter, 
Long before March 7, 1893, a dozen or 
more companies were ready to enter the field. 
The experience of the Western Union com- 
pany when the Page patent died anda half 
dozen rival telegraph companies appeared it 
seemed would be repeated in the case of the 
Bell company. But the latter produced an- 
other patent which it declared extended the 
governmental protection of the magneto tele- 

hone until Jan. 30, 1894. Some of the 

fival companies disregarded it and went 

ahead contracting for exchanges and systems, 
Admission by an Attorney. 

The Western Telephone Construction com- 
pany proceeded most actively in organizing a 
service in Wisconsin and Minnesota. The 
Bell company sued it in the United States 
Circuit Court and in the trial Attorney Stor- 
row, chief counsel for the American Bell Tele- 
phone company, raid, referring to the West- 
ern company, “They have only to wait until 
Jan. 80, when the patent expires, and they can 
manufacture telephones.” 

A few weeks agothe Bell company sent a 
general notice to rivals that it still.owned the 
Berliner patent, which took the place of that 
which expires Jan. 30. 

The Berliner patent, promoters of the new 
com panies assert, is the one thing upon which 
the Bell pins its hopes of retaining its grasp 
upon the telephone monopoly. The claims 
of the Berliner patent, they explain, cover 
substantially the essential features of the 
patent which expires Jan. 30, but most of the 
rivals declare it is invalid, that it was held in 
the Patent Office for a long time before it 
was granted, and the pending suit to upset it, 
they believe, will result in its being thrown 
out. 

Meanwhile the rivals are getting ready to 
try and share a business which admittedly 
has built up one of the richest, and most* 
powerful corperations in the world and made 
millionaires of its founders. 

With a Self-Connecting Device. 

The Western Telephone Construction com- 
hich it is said in New York dispatches 
will be one of the most determined opponents 
of the Bell company, uses the Stromger auto- 
matic exchange, a device by which a person 
can connect his telephone with any other 
wanted. This company is advertismg lavishly 
to sell telephones outright and protect the 
buyers against infringement. The officers 
are J. E. Keelyn, President; George F’. Stitch, 
Vice-President; N. B. Kennedy, Treasurer, 
and S.’W. Willhartz, Secretary. In an inter- 
view yesterday, in which they all participated, 
it was said that the company intended to en- 
ter Chicago. The date when they would be- 
‘operations here had not been fixed. .

One Competitor Stays Out of Chicago, 

The Harrison company will not attempt to 
invade Chicago. It already has some fifty 
exchanges in small towns throughout the 
West and has been operating successfully in 
competition with the Bell company for six 
years. The Harrison is a close corporation, 
with such men as Robert P. Porter, Stephen 
B. Elkins, R. C, Kerens, George R. Peck, 
and William Warner in the Board of Direct- 
ors. 
Dr. 'S. D. Cushman of the Cushman Tele- 
phone company says his concern will make 
an effort to share the rich field of Chieago 
with the Bell compaay. He does not know 
just when it will take the first steps, however, 

What the Bell Telephone thinks of the situ- 
ation was vrobably reflected in the utterances 
of H. B. Stone, President of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company. He said: ; 

‘‘We have the best telephone in existence, 
and, while one or two patents on it have ex- 
pired and one or two more will expire shortly, 
by no means are all the patents controlled by 
Bell going to run out Jan. 30. It is 
a mistaken idea,” he continued, ** to suppose 
that we rent telephones, for wedonot. We 
sell the people aservice. We say toa man 
that for so much money we will furnish him 
an opportunity and facilities to talk with any 
one of 10,000 persons in Chicago. Theain- 
strument, as you see it stuck up against the 
wall or standing on the desk, is therefore only 
a sinall part of the éervice. 

“True, without the instrument we could 
do nothing, but at great expense for the last 
few years it has been ouraim and endeavor to 
give the most perfect and satisfactory service 
possible. The principal) patent soon to ex- 
pire is, I believe, on the receiver. It does not 
affect the transmitter. Yes, the receiver can 
be used as a transmitter, but to 
what extent I cannot undertake tosay. We 
have been doing everything to get the best. 
We have spared no expense in building up 
our service, securing the best instruments and 
finest machinery throughout. I know that a 
lot of companies have been organized and are 
waiting to occupy the field, put I have no 
knowledge of their intention as to the near 


future.”’

SUGAR MEN GOING TO WASHINGTON.

Strenuous Efforts to Be Made for Reten- 
tion of Bounty. 
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New Onueans, La., Jan. 15.— [Special.]—. 


The gloomy outlook for sugar and an urgent 
telegram from the Louisiana delegation were 
the cases for an influential delegation of sugar 
planters leaving for Washington tomght. They 
were John Dymond, James P. Kock, James 
A. Ware, W. B. Krumhoar, H, C, Warmoth, 
S. A. Knapp, Emile Rose, who are all large 
planters and leaders in the Demucratic coun. 
cils, save Gov. Warmoth, who is a Re. 
publican. Mr. Dymond, Chairman of the 
committee, said tonight: “We believe, as 
Louisiana has stood true to the Democratic 
party for twenty-five years, itis not now the 
time for the Democratic party to throw Louis- 
iana overboard and destroy its main industry, 
which it threatens to do by the pending legis- 
lation. Wewill make thatan argument on 
every opportunity,’ said the gentleman, with 
emphases, and impliec that the present Con- 
gressional action might decide the future po- 
litical complexion of the State. He announced 
that the committee would probably securea 
hearing before the Senate Finance committee, 
but did not think it could do 
any work among members of the 
House. The latter he thought was opposed to 
sugar, and would support any administration 
measure; but the Senate was more friendly 
and the whole fight of the committee would 
be made among members of that body, with 
the view of causing a Senaté amendment to 
the House bill. The sugar men have aban- 
doned hope of a protective tariff, and Mr. 
Dymand said the delegation would confine 
their efforts to arguments in favor of the con- 
tinued two cents bounty. He believed Con. 
gress would regard the bounty.as:a contract 
and let it stand.

OHARLES HENROTIN SNAPS UP JOHN 
RB. HOXIE’S OFFE2 TO SELL 


He Says He Will Take the Entire Capital 


Stock of the Company, 75,000 Shares, 
at 31\%—Hoxte’s Refusal to Recognize 
the Deal Carries the Case to the Com- 
mittee of Arbitration of the Stock Ex- 
change—Great Excitement in Financial 
Circles=Opinions of the Affair, 


Alley Elevated railroad stock was the cen- 
ter of interest at the Stock Exchange yester- 
day. Durmg the noon intermission John R. 
Hoxie sold tu Charles Henrotin fifty shares of 
the stock at 31%. Then he sold fifty shares 
more at 31%. Following thathe offered to 
sell any amount of the stock. 

* Is it account or regular?’ asked Mr.fHen- 
rotin. 

** Regular,” said Mr. Hoxie. 

**T will take the entire capital stock of the 
company, 75,000 shares, said Mr. Henrotin. 

That is the situation over which the Chicago 
Stock Exchange is nowalltorn up. At the 
time the transaction was made Chairman 
Wilkins was not present. Mr. Hoxie refused to 
accept the situation and recognize the trans- 
action as a virtual contract on his part to de- 
liver the entire capital stock of the company, 
amounting to $7.500,000, and no record of 
the sale was ‘made. When the members as- 
sembled for the second call at 2 o’clock Mr. 
Henrotin d®manded that a record be made of 
his purchase. It is usual on the exchange for 
the~seller to réport a sale, and in this case of 
course the seller declined to report. On ac- 
count of the magnitude of the alleged trans- 
action and the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding it the Chairman declined to give 
any decision and the whole matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee of Arbitration and 
the question will be taken up by that commit- 
tee today. 

Mr. Henrotin stands firm in his position, 
and insists that the rules of the exchange 
shall be enforced. At one time he offered to 
compromise the matter at 1 per cent, that : is, 
for $75,000, This was refused. Now Mr. 
Henrotin savs Mr. Hoxie will be sorry he did 
not accept that offer. 

Henrotin Will Insist. 

“Tt was a perfectly straight transaction and 
one which the seller can be held to if there is 
any force in the rules of the exchange,” Mr. 
Henrotin explained, in discussing the matter. 
“* Mr, Hoxie offered to sell any amount of the 
stock at 31%. It was as proper for me to bid 
for 75,000-shares as for 100 shares, *I would 
like to know where there is any line to be 
drawn. The offer was made as squarely as an 
offer could be made, and it was repeated. I 
asked him if he would seil the stock for the 
account, and he said no, but he would sell it 
reguiar. There were a dozen witnesses to the 
transaction and not one of them will fail to 
support my statement of the case. It may be 
true that he did not intend to offer to sell 
the entire capital stock of the road. I have 
done thing. on this exchange that I was 
sorry for afterwards, but was held to the 
performance of the contract just the same, 
and it cost me a great deal of money. Mr. 
Hoxie has not failed to hold everyone to the 
contract that he has had dealings with on the 
exchange and I certainly shall hold liim to 


r cent, but [

upon his doing the same. Heis worth sever- 
al million dollars and is certainly responsible 
for the obligation. Should he call me for 
margins they will be put up and he will also 
be called so that he will havd@ to put upa like 
amount. I should not insisfon the delivery 
of the stock tomorrow, if that proved incon- 
venient. I am disposed to be perfectly 
reasonable in the matter. If he can deliver 
the stock Ihave men who are ready to take 
it. If he cannot he must accept such terms 
of settlement as I choose to make.” 
Hoxie Calls It a Biuff. 

“This is alla great big bluff,” said Mr. 
‘The whole thing is a piece of non- 
serse and does not merit any attention at all 
from the newspapers. I had some stock to 
sell and sold some to Mr, Henrotin at 315% 
and 3134: Two or three minutes after that I 
told him I would sell him all he wanted. I 
said nothing about the price. He simply 
jumped in on the assumption that I had of. 
fered him all he wanted of the stock at 3154 
and said he would take all there was. I have 
no fear but the Arbitration committee will 
decide the matter in my favor. Mr. Hen- 
rotin’s propositions about a settlement are all 
bosh. There isn’t going to be any settlement. 
I did not offer the capital stock of the com- 
pany at 31% and it is nonsense to talk about 
compelling me to deliver it.” 

The Chairman of the Arbitration commit- 
tee, to which the question will go today, is A. 
O. Slaughter. No one on the floor was more 
outspoken in sustaining Mr. Henrotin’s posi- 
tion than was Mr. Slaughter. 

“‘ Tf that transaction cannot be enforced,” 
said Mr. Slaughter, ** we might as well close 
up the Exchange. If a man offers to sell 
stoek at a price and the offer is accepted the 
transaction must stand or all the rules of a 
trading exchange are violated. It is simply 
absurd to talk about a man getting out of 
such a situation as this by calling the whole 
mattera bluff. The Stock Exchange isn’t a 
good place to make bluffs that can’t be car- 
ried out. This was a perfectly square trans- 
action, and, as such, it has got to stand. The 
argument that Mr. Hoxie ought to get out of 
the consequences of it because he undertook 
todoan impossible thing is nota good one. 
If men undertake to do impossible things 
they are apt to have it cost them something.” 

President Walker Against Henrotin. 

The President of the Exchange, William B. 
Walker, does not agree with. Mr. Henrotin. 
He says it is nonsense to talk about enforcing 
such a transaction. 

**When Mr. Hoxie offered Mr. Henrotin all 
the stock he wanted,”’ said President Walker, 
“he certainly might reasonably suppose he 
did not want more than a few thousand shares 
at most. I suppose there never was in the 
history 8f the exchange a transaction for 
more than 1,000 shares at one time. It 
probably was a rather loose way of offering 
the stock, but it can hardly be construed into 
an offer of the entire capital of the com- 
pany.” 

Members of the Exchange are a good deal 
divided on the question and there was the 
keenest interest in the discussion all the after- 
noon. Some took the ground that both par- 
ties to the transaction ought to be disciplined 
on the charge of making ridiculous bids and 
offers: They say that Mr. Henrotin was no 
more prepared to take $7,500,000 of stock 
than Mr. Hoxie was to deliver it. Other 
members believed that Mr. Henrotin had a 
strong case and that trade was apt to be 
the most profitable le transaction he or 
any other stock broker ever made. 

The market for the stock was strong in the 
afternoon, advancing to 32%.

Wasnixeton, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—

Supt, Brennan and Inspector Shea occupied 
positions of observation in the Council Cham- 
ber. Capt. Byrne of the Central detail had a 
company of uniformed officers in the corridors 
and in the ante-room of the chamber, and it 
was reported 100 men were held in reserve in 
detective headquarters. Capt. Byrne ad- 
mitted all his men who do duty the last part 
of the night and reported early and were held 
in reserve. 

W. T. Stead and Henry D. Lloyd occupied 
seats beside Mayor Hopkins throughout the 
session. 

Objections to Hearing Morgan. 

After the communications frum the city 
officers had been read, Ald. McGillen called 
attention to the presence in the chamber of 
Morgan and his associates, members of the 
committee from the unemployed.

_ ORASHES INTO ANOTHER. 


Fifty-three Injured, Some Fatally, by 


the Rear-End Collison of the South 
Orange Express and the Dover Train at 
Hackensack Bridgeé—They Were Run- 
ning on Close Time in an Early Morn- 
ing Fog=The Victims Mostly New York 
Business-Men and Clerks. 


New York, Jan, 15.—{Special.}|—By a rear- 
end collision on the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western railroad at 8:15 o'clock this 
morning ten ‘persons either were killed out- 
right: or» died a few minutes after 
the ‘crash; thirty-eight were so bad- 
ly hurt that several. probably will die, 
and twenty-five others. received painful 
shocks, burns, cuts, and contusions, from 
which they will suffer for many days to come. 
The accident occurred just west of the long 
Hackensack River drawbridge, between Har- 
rison Station and Hoboken, and about a half 
mile beyond the west entrance to the tunnel, 
the eastern terminus of which is in Hoboken 
and only four or five minutes’ run from the 
Hoboken ferry station.

J., leaving there at 6:50 a. m.,; and ig due to 
arrive at Hoboken at 8:26, and the South 
Orange express, which leaves Highland 
avenue, South Orange, at 7:59 a. m., and 
is due to arrive in Hoboken at 8:29. 


Smoker Proves a Death-Trap. 


The engine of the South Orange train struck 
the express train with terrific force. It 
plowed ite way into the rear car-—a combina- 
tion baggage and smoker—and caused the 
forward en 
car nextin front. Everyseat in the smoking 
compartment was occupied and the trainmen 
said about forty passengers were in the car. 
Not one of them escaped injury. The occu- 
pants of the smoker were all men, which ac- 
counts for the fact that no women were re- 

rted to. be among the killed or seriously in- 
jured. The force of the cotlision completely 
wrecked the engine of the South Orange 
train. It knocked the rear truck of the ten- 
der off the tracks and smashed the platforms 
of the first two cars. None of the passengers 
son this train were injured, but ail suffered 
from the effects of the terrible shock. 

But the result of the collision on the Dover 
express was wofully different. The last two 
cars were twisted and turned into a mass of 
broken iron, wood, and glass, over which rose 
the clouds of smoke and steam from the 
engine. From this mess came the groans and 
cries of the injured. 

As soon asthe pass¢ngers who were unin- 
jured recovered from the shock they piled out 
of the cars and rushed to the assistance of the 
injured; ~The woodwork was lying in all di- 
rections and-literally strewn along the track 
were the ies of | dead and dy- 
ing. The. bodies of many persons ap- 
parently had been thrown” out of the 
car by the collision, one side of the ear being 
completely knocked off. The bodies of three 
or four ssengers were pulled out of the 
telesco car, and the: the trainmen and the 
uninjured set to work with axes and “ee to 
reach those who were buried beneath the 
wreckage.

Over the wide strip of salt 
meadows between Harrison Station and the 
tunnel it hung like a blanket, so thick that it 
was impossible to distinguish even large ob- 
jects fifty yards away. 

The Dover train ran at its usual speed until 
it approached the Hackensack bridge. Here 
the engineer, George Stilger, slowed down, as 
is always the custom on approaching 
bridge. Owing to the thickness of the fog 
he nearly stopped his train this time, cau- 
tiously feeling his way along until he could 
make out the sighals which would tell him 
meena the draw in the bridge was open or 
shut.

To Warn South Orange Train, 


He was moving so slowly that the conductor 
of the train, J. T. Rundio, knowing that the 
South Orange express was crowding closely in 
- rear, started Trainman Whelan back with 
a flag. 

Asa matter of fact, the South Orange ex- 
press was not 10 secondsin the rear, and, 
what is more, it appears, was tearing along 
at furious speed, gee gr the prox- 
imity to the bridge and the fact that 
the engineer could not see twenty 
yards ahead of him, and was running blindly, 
as if in the dark. ° 

Whelan says he had hardly got en feet 
from his train, carrying his flag, before he 
heard the roar of the Sanaee train, and an in- 
stant after its engine dashed out of the thick 
fog wall and was almost on top of him. 
He had just time to utter one shout of 
warning when the crash came. Hoffman, the 
engineer of the Orange train, and his fireman, 
Irving Me both of .whom live in South 
Orange, and have worked together for three 
years, saw the train before them at the same 
moment. Hoffman jammed on the air brakes, 
jumped from his engine, and was so seriously 
injured that. his recovery is uncertain. Metz 
clung to the engine and escaped 
uninjured. For the passengers on the un- 
lucky Dover train there was not a moment's 
warhing, neither a whistle nor a shout that 
they heard, nor the slightest intimation by so 
much as even a second’s time that they were 
in deadly peril,

CITIZENS’ FIRE ASSOCIATION, 


A New Movement Among Property-Own- 
ers in the Northwest. 

An organization known as the Citizens’ Fire 
Association -has recently sent out a ci a 
which has aroused curiosity among managers 
to whom it has been addressed. K, Knutson 
is given as manager and the headquarters of 
the association are at Minneapolis. dudging 
from its literature the association aims to 
cover Minnesota, Wisconsin, lowa, North Da. 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Montana, and 
Wyoming as its field. The association is a 
union of towns exclusive of large cities and 
is maintained, by annual dues from property- 
owners under continuous contract to be ter- 
minated only by a majority vote of members. 
The circular tells what the association does 
or proposes to do in the followmg terms* 

We deal with the moral hazard and legislative 
features of the fire, insurance business mainly, 
and also give attention to the fire record and its 
bearing on premium rates. We are securing mu- 
nicipal ordinances for the investigation o the 
origin of fires. looking towards suppression of in- 
cendiarism, and later will ask the State legisla- 
tors, through their constituents in the associated 
towns, for similar State legislation, and we will 
endeavor to ovrevent all legislation that 
is likely ‘ to prove burdensome to fire 
insurance interests. We issue a monthly 
report to each member of the association, 
and by this medium stimulate good practice 
on the part of property-ownersin this branch of 
our business economy. Among other needed cor- 
rections we are on the highway to check the reck- 
less agent from insuring the property of suspi- 
cious and unworthy characters by withdrawing 
patronage from such agents. Whenever a bonus 
is granted by any of the association towns for the 
erection of manufacturing plants we will be suc- 
cessful in placing a condition in such graut pro- 
viding for a clause in all policies of insurance on 
such property applying any claim for loss to re- 
building the same, which will cut off all oppor- 
tunity for turning such property into cash by the 
torch ronte. 

The insurance millennium will surely be at 
hand when this association gets into good 
working form, and managers who began the 
perusai of the circular were at a loss to ac- 
count for the burst of -philanthropy. They 
say, however, that the meat of the circular is 
in the following: 

We are aware that the recent raise in rates of 
20 per cent on business risks was largely due to 
the ‘“‘jumbo” losses of the metropolitan cities, 
and as these associated towns have no risks of 
that character we object to paying any portion of 
such losses, not only because itis a direct and 
unjust burden but also because it is a very im- 

roper and pernicious practice to support the 
len ing companies in samyge cig paren target risks 
ata losing rate, thereby annihilating the com- 
panies whose business is largely made up of that 
class of risks. We are working for a restoration 
of the old rates in the associate towns, except 
special hazards, future rates. to be based on our 

will facilitate the placing

hazards. Wecan make it an object to any agent 
to handle the business at 10 per cent commission 
on all classes, giving him. expirations, old and 
new rates as taken from oxisting policies, and 
there is also a favorable opportunity for the com- 
panies to inaugurate such agency reforms as they 
think proper. We wish to invite your company 
to the feast of good things that we have in store 
for the companies that ombrace this opportunity. 
We can make an agreement fora term of years 
with the companies, and we have now a iarge 
list of towns mm line ready for these negotiations, 
and we are now in a position to add about fifteen 
towns per month to the association.

COMPANY WITNESSES CONTRADICTED. 


Somebody Has Committed Perjury in the 
Austin Insurance Case. ’ 

New York, Jan. 15.—[Special.}|—The trial 
of the suit of the Austin estste against the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association for 
$15,000 insurance on the life of John C. 
Austin was resumed in the Supreme Court 
this morning. Mr. Trull for the defense had 
a cloud of witnesses, male and female. Henry 
L.. Langhaar was called to the stand in re- 
buttal of testinrony of the guides, servants, 
and others called by Col. James. He testi- 
fied that Henry J. La Marche, Wednesday. 
July 8, 1891, when the servants of LaMarche 
said he was in Shrewsbury River, was rowing 
with the crew on the Passaic River. In the 
evening the witness and Mr. La Marche came 
to New York togethey, had dinner, and spent 
the evening together, William T. Gilbert of 
Brooklyn, for eight years Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel of Brooklyn, recalled easily that 
Nov. 14. 1891, the football eleven of the 
Crescent City club played with the New York 
Athletic club on the Polo grounds in this 
city, and that Henry J. La Marche was one of 
the players. ‘This was a contradiction of 
John Fitzgerald, the gardener at the Shrews- 
bury River place of the La Marches, and his 
wife, who have testified that La Marche 
and John C. Austin were at the New 
Jersey place Nov. 13, 14, and 15. 
There was much corroborative testimony, 
Henry Werleman of Brooklyn, brother-in- 
law of Henry J. La Marché. testified that 
John C, Austin was nota guest of the La 
Marche place June 20 to 25, or.at any day 
between those dates, nor again July 8 or 9, 
1891, as stated by two servants—Della and 
Annie Durkin. Henry J. La Marche, whose 
character had been so badly impugned by the 
defense, took the stand again and declared 
that John: C. Austin was not at the Shews- 
bury River place anytime in June, 1891; 
that he never introduced John C, Austin to 
his gardener, John Fitzgerald; never told 
Fitzgerald that he must not tell inguirers 
about his business or the guests of the house; 
was not at Shrewsbury with Austin in Novem- 
ber, nor saw him at the’place then or at any 
other time since June, any where—all in con- 
tradiction direct and unequivocal of the Fitz- 
geralds and the Durkins, who had already 
been impeached by Mrs. Dorey, who testified 
that Fitzgerald had sought to engage her to

STEAMSHIP LINE TO CENTRAL AMERICA, 


Richard D. Mallett Tells of the Whale- 
buck Company's Plans. 

Within afew months a line of steamships 
will be run between the United States and 
Central America, which, it is said, will revo- 
lutionize transportation between the two 
countries. To carry out this project a com- 
pany has been formed under the name of 
“Uncle Sam’se Whaleback Transportation 
company.” It has a capital stock of $1,000,- 
000 and is incorporated under the laws of 
Illinois, with the following incorporators: 
Richard D, Mallett, John CU. Ilse, and George 
H. Stewart. Mr. Mallett said yesterday: 

*The object of the company is to afford 
rapid facilities for conveying the products of 
the Republic of Guatemala, Spanish Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, and Costa Rica to tbe 
United States, and also to export from this 
cotintry such products as may be desired by 
Central America, At present these facilities 
are said to be madequate. 

** It is the intention of those interested to 
build two whaleback steamers which will be 
adapted to both freight and passenger serv- 
ice. They will be, constructed at West Su- 
perior, the birthplace of the whaleback, by 
the American Steam Barge company. Be- 
sides the two steamers a flyer will be built for 
going inadvance of the whalebacksi The 
capacity of the two boats will be 400 tons in 
six feet of water and 1,300 tons in deep 
water, which will equal 16,000 bunches of 
fruit. The route will be from New York, 
Mobile, New Orleans, or Atlanta, along the 
coast of Central America, between the United 
States of Colombia and Mexico. Stops will 
be made at principal points along the route 
and among these will be Cozumel, where one 
of the finest brands of cigars is made. 
They have all the aromatic flavor of 
a Havana, to which 1s added a peculiar native 
flavor said to be unusually pleasant. All 
kinds of native fruits will be brought to the 
United States, including cacao, pineapples, 
and bananas. The interior of the country 
will be traversed by the whaleback by means 
of the various rivers, one of the most impor- 
tant of which is the Rio Dulce, which ex- 
tends jnlandadistance of 100 miles. The 
scenery along this river is said to be particu- 
larly beautiful, and resembies somewhat the 
Royal of Arkansas. On either side the 
‘banks rise tu a he of from ae to 1,000 
feet, clothed with brilliant tropical plants and 
fruit-bearing trees. The river extends to the 
mouth of the Rio Polachic. Here is situated 
the City of Coban where immense coffee 
plantations are laid out. The United States 
does not get any of this coffee at present, the 
bulk of it being sent to England. 

‘* The Italian dealers in fruit at Guatemala 
are as a rule well off and unscrupulous. They 
take every advantage of, foreign buyers and 
are reaping a harvest out of their transactions. 
It is to offset this state of things that the com- 
pany has been formed. The distance by the 
whaleback route is between 800 and 1,000 
miles, and the trip, from the time the fruit is 
picked until it is delivered in this country, 
will take five days. The company is an 
American company, it runs American ships, 
commanded by American sailors, and backed 
by American energy. Guatemala has an area 
of 50,600 square miles and a population of 
1,200,000. The climate is heaithful and 
agreeable.” 


NO REPLIES TO ANXIOUS INQUIRERS, 


Postmaster Hesing Issues an Order to 
Enforce Postal Laws. 
Postmaster Hesing issued an order yester- 
day relating to the practice of furnishing ad- 
dresses and replying to inquiries about the 
reliability of firms and individuals and ‘re- 
quests for names of leading physicians, news- 


papers, and business houses. : 
The order, which is addressed to Superin- 


tendents of stations, is as follows: 

Requests for information as to addresses 
and ail matters of a similar character will here- 
after be referred directly to the office of the Post- 
master. Under no_ circumstances will superin- 
tendents or other officials make public infprma- 
tion which is of a strictly private or departmental 
nature. Your attention is drawn to Sec. 462, 
page 204, Postal Laws and Regulations, 1893, 
which bears on this matter. Under this section 
but dne exception to the general rule is consid- 
ered, and that will be made only after considera- 
tion by the Postmaster. General Order No. 140, 
made public Oct. 7, 1892, says: “ Whereas, It 
appears from correspondence received at this de- 

artment that some Postmasters disregard the 

ong-standing custom to not furnish to inquirers 
the names and addresses of those who receive 
mail through their respective offices, it is here- 


by ordered that Postmasters and other postal of- - 


ficers and employés are strictly prohibited from 
manne public names, addresses, or private in- 
formatien obtained by them in the discharge of 
their official duties.” 

The agents of the Postoffice Department are 

urnished with the namés and addresses upon 

letters and other articles of mail matter for the 
sole purpose of enabling them to make delivery 
thereof to the persons intended. Such names and 
addresses are to be regarded as confidential, and 
this confidence must be respected 

Advertisers and others have no t to expect 
that their plans for canvassing shall be aided by 
lists to be obtained through knowledge gained 
by Postmasters in the discharge of their official 
obligations, and itis no part of the business of 
the officials of the Postoffice Department to fur- 
nish such names and addresses for pay or favor. 

This order is necessary because o evils 
brought about by the infraction cr relaxation of 
this rule unwittingly by Postmasters, who have 
assis and encouraged fraudulent schemes, 
such as “ green goods"’ and other swindlers, who 
rely on the credulity of persons whose names and 
addresses have been obtained and paid for with- 
out disclosing their object. : 

July 26, 1893, another order was issued, in- 
structing Postmasters to rigidly adhere to postal 
laws and regulations concerning private addross- 
es. You are instructed to refuse ail information 
of this character, and when the exceptions noted 
come to your knowl they should be imme- 
diately referred to the Postmaster,

The stockholders of the Chicago City rail- 
way company yesterday authorized the direct- 
ors to issue at any time they see fit $1,000,- 
000 of new stock. They also voted to donate 
to the Field Columbian Museum the $100,- 
000 of World’s Columbian Exposition stock 
owned by the Chicago City railway company, 
and they further authorized the directors to 
make a subscription of not more than $50,- 
000 in cash to the museum upon the assur- 
ance from the museum trustees that the mu- 
seum will remain permanently at Jackson 
Park. + 

It wasthe annual meeting of the stock- 
holders in the Chicago City railway company. 
The old Board of Directors, consisting of S.

When the proposition to authorize the di- 
rectors to increase the capital stock $1,000,. 
000 when they may see fit was brought for- 
ward Attorney Lehman made some objec- 
tions. He said he did not object to the com- 
pany issuing more stock if funds were needed, 
but he wanted an explanation from the offi- 
cers in regard to what funds are wanted for;

to give any optional authorization which 
would allow the directors to issue it when 
they saw fit and without the knowledge of the 
stockholders. 

President Wheeler said that the compan 
now had pending before the Council ordi- 
nances permitting practically all the horse 
ear lines to be converted into electric lines, 
If those ordinances pass the $1,000,000 will 
be needed.

The stock market continues strong and act- 
ive. There were substantial advances all 
around and the market closed at about the top. 
Trading in West Side stock was decidedly 
active. The stock advanced steadily from an 
opening at 1971¢ until if touched 140. The 
close was a etint below the highest quotation. 
The buying was in strong hands and the tone 
of the market good, There was considerable 
realizing by traders who had bought the stock 
within a few days at lower prices. It was 
chiefly from that quarter that the supply 


came, 

Alley stock was strong. Theopening was at 
20. The impression grows that thereis a 
considerable short interest in this stock and a 
good deal of the buying was on that theory 
yesterday. A rather remarkable incident of 
the trading, which will be found commented 
on in detail elsewhere in this issue, was the 
alleged purchase by Henrotin from Hoxie of the 
entire capital stock of the road. Hoxie disclaims 
any intention of making such a sale and the mat- 
ter comes up before the Arbitration committee 
today. The brighter prospect for a down-town 
terminal and the attitude of the management on 
the question of building feeders are the bull 
points on the stock. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
City railway company-was held yesterday. The 
reports presented are given in full elsewhere. 
The year was, of gourse, a remarkably successful 
one, but it was not after all so remarkably suc- 
cessful as many had supposed, The North Side 
company showed earnings of nearly 22 per cent, 
while the earnings of City railway were 28.6 
net. This compares with 17.27 net earnings last 
year and 19.01 per cent in 1891, and shows that 
about all the increase was distributed in the extra 
10 percent cash dividend, The dividend of Alley 
bonds and other charges almost completely wipe 
out the income account. That account now 
standing at but $15,412, against $2,082,669 at 
the beginning of the year. 

Of perhaps more interest to the stock market 
than even the figures in these reports was the 
statement which came out incidentally in regard 
to the earnings of the company since the close of 
the Fair. The earnings for December showed a 
deciine of $750 a day. Thisis far less than was 
generally supposed. It will be remembered that 
the parniage of the West Chicago street railroad 
company declined $1,000 a day for that month. 
Still more surprising, however, is the statement 
that for the first fourteen days of January the 
earnings show an increase as compared with the 
same two weeks last year of 8260. This is really 
astonishing. There were something like 10,000 
men at work at Jackson Park a year ago, most 
of whom were riding on the City railway, and 
there was the greatest activity in building 
and other lines of business onthe South Side. 
Now with but few employés at Jackson Park 
and in a period of extraordinary business dull- 
ness to find that the earnings actually show an 
increase is of the greatest interest, The most 
important lesson perhaps that.such a statement 
teaches is that the competition of elevated roads 
‘with’ surface lines is a good deal of a myth. The 
traffic of the Alley Elevated road has been in- 
creasing this month and now stands at about 46,- 
000 passengers a day. With this line running 
directiy between the two trunk lines of the sur- 
face road there is, of course, every possible 
chance for competition, with the one exception 
of the conditions surrounding the down-town 
terminal of the elevated road. That the surface 
road fo ay shows an increase in. traffic 
in face of all these conditions 
which might be expected to decrease 
the traffic is one of the strongest arguments yet 
brought to bear by the believers in street rail- 
ways. It seems probable that the intramural 
traffic in Chicago is quite equal to keeping up 
fully the established traffic of the surface lines 
and at the same time supplying a more or less 

profitable business to the elevated roa

extracting iron ore was by blasting it ont of 
hard rock hundreds of feet below ground, 
and hauling it up along with about its own 
weight of worthless material. Last year the 
development of the mines in the Mesaba 
Range began. The ore there is soft, and lies 
ip vast beds of 50 to 200 feet thick, covered 
with from four to 30 feet of earth and 
gravel. This upper layer is _ stripped 
off with steam shovels, and then these 
same shovels dig out the ore and dump it on 
freight cars as sand is dumped from a cut. 
The cost of this work is often less than- four 


cents per ton, against 90 cents in the old hard’ 


ore deposits. The best day’s work in the old 
mines was 3,000 tons with 2,000 men on the 


four times that amount, and for street pav- 
ing, water main extensions, public schools, 
etc., which should be enforced as to the time 
limit. If this were done thousands and tens 
of thousands of unemployed residents of Chi- 
cago would be given work. The only trouble 
likely to arise must originate with the Alder- 
men.

MORE LOCAL OPTION MEASURES. 


County Local Option Bill Introduced by a 
Prohibitionist. 

Dus Morvzs, Ia., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—In 
the House this afternoon Representative Saw- 
yer (Rep.) of Sioux City introduced a local 
option bill. It is a county option meas- 
ure which provides for the holding of 
an election on the subject of license or 
no license upon the petition of not less than 
one-tenth of the voters of the county, such 
elect:ons to be held ‘not oftener than three 
years. In case a county goes “ wet”’ permits 
shall not be issued except on petition to the 
Judge of the court, and these petitions must 
show the good character of the applicant, and 
also that he has not been convicted of a fel- 
ony or of any violation of the present prohib- 
itory law. It is made the duty of the County 
Attorney to resist the issuance of a permit 
to any one who he is satisfied is nota 
proper person to conduct a saloon, or if he 
is requested so to do by a petition signed by 
not less than ten persons. The license fee 
shall be $1,000 per annum, one-half to go to 
the county and one-half to the municipality. 
The permit-holder is required to file a bond 
in the sum of $5,000, and this bond shall be 
actionable to collect damages resulting from 
the sale by the permit-holder. .'The saloons 
are to be open only from 6 a. m.to9 p. m., 
and shall be kept closed Sundays, election 
days, and legal holidays. No games, music, 
or dancing is to be allowed in any saloon or 
room adjoining. Liquors shall not be sold 
to any minor, idiot. mtoxicated person, or 
habitual drunkard, @or, to any one 
against whom the permit-holder is noti- 
fied by written notice of any member 
of his family 14 years old or over, No adul- 
terated liquors are to be sold. For violation 
of the act the fine is to be $100, one-half to 
go to the county and one-half tothe person 
bringing suit. It is made the duty of the 
county attorneys in ** wet’’ counties to see 
to the enforcement of the provisions of fhis 
law, and in “‘dry”’ counties they are yequired 
to see that the present prohibitory law is en- 
forced. A neglect of these duties makes the 
county attorneys liable to a fine of $300, 
and on a second conviction for neglect or 
failure they shall forfeit their office. Sheriffs 
are required to properly serve all papers 
placed in their hands for the enforcement of 
these laws under the same penalties as pro- 
vided in the case of county attorneys. 

Mr. Sawyer also introduced a bill to regu- 
late the manufacture of liquors in the State. 
It provides for the manufacture and trans- 
portation and wholesaling in quantities not 
less than fifty gallons, but prohibits the sale 
in the building where manufactured or in any 
building adjoining. Mr. Sawyer isa Prohi- 
bitionist. He came to Iowa from’ Maine 
about three years ago.

REBELS AT RIO WAITING FOR HELP. 


Admiral Da Gama Believes He Can Hold 
Out Only Two Months, 
[ Copyright, 1894, by the United Press. | 

Rio Janziro, Jan. 10, via Montevideo, Jan. 
15.—In an interview on board the Almirante 
Tamandare, Admiral Da Gama, who ‘is in 
command of the insurgent squadron, said: 

Our policy is to hold on until help comes. We 
have not men enough to hold the mainland. 
Eight days ago we recaptured the government 
magazine at Ilha da Governador and secured 
175 cases of ammunition and 30 barrels of pow- 
der. Wealso destroyed much of the material 
stored there. Thursday last we captured Ingenho 
Island, on which is an unfinished fort. The gar- 
rison at this point numbered 105 men. We made 
73 prisoners, 4 of whom were officers. Much 
ammunition and other supplies, together with 
two canteens, fellintoour hands. Many of the 
prisoners transferred their allegiance to us and 
shipped on board our vessels. None of the capt- 
ured officers did so, however. 

We can hold our own two months, but I do not 
believe we can do so for any longer time. We do 
not know where Admiral! de Mello is at present. 
When he left Rio Janeiro he went south to or- 
ganize help. We are in accord with Gen. Gomer- 
cindo, commander of the victorious army at Cn- 
ritvba, in the State of Sao Paulo. This place is 
600 miles away. Gen. Gomercindo haz too many 
cavalry in his command to allow of our vessels 
bringing them to Rio Janeiro. Admiral de Mello 
may bring back with him a codperating force. 

If we get Nictheroy we will surely win. We de- 
mand belligerent rights based on these three 
points: Our force comprises all the Brazilian 
navy in service except twoships. Second, we 
control three of the Southern States, the govern- 
ment having no organized force south of Sao 
Paulo. Third, we have made war for nearly five 
months and have an organized government in the 


When questioned as to the subject of the in- 
surrection, and if it was the purpose of the 
leaders of the movement to restore the mon- 
archy, Admiral da Gama said: 

No, we are fighting for a plebiscite in order 
that the people may say freely what form of gov- 
ernment they want. We hope to win. The peo- 
ple are with us at heart. As evidence of this I 
call to mind that all but three of the newspapers 
published in Rio Janeiro have been suppressed. 
Members of the National Guard desert the gov- 
ernment by twos and threes daily and come over 
to us. 

Of himself he said: 

The government stopped my supplies and 
forced me to fight. I never thought I would be- 
come a rebel, but now I am weary of fighting. I 
have to care for my men’s wives and children, 
and I have to be on the watch day and night. I 
never rest. My fortune is gone and my reputa- 
tion is atstake. If you could find a way to end 
this warfare with honor both sides would thank 
you from their hearts. 

The government is not able to receive mu- 
nitions of war at Rio Janeiro by water. but it 
is asserted that Admiral da Gama gets his 
supplies from ships at night. It is claimed 
the steamer Assuncion, from London, brought 
aload of ammunition, but this has not been 
proved, 

Lonpox, Jan. 15.—A dispatch dated Rio 
Janeiro, Jan. 10, was received here today. 
It said the government shore batteries’ were 
keeping up a heavy artillery fire upon the in- 
surgent forces on  Villegaignon and 
Cobras Islands. Jan. 4 the  gov- 
ernment troops tried take the 
Island of Boqueran with its 
stores of ammunition, but the insurgents 
drove them off.

The “Altar of Patriotism,” which came 
third on the program, was without words. 
Capt. Barnett had the members of Company 
D, First Regiment, I. N. G., as Continental 
soldiers, and there was a double quartet from 
St. James’ choir. ‘The scene was the death of 
Gen. Warren on the field of Bunker Hill. 
When the curtains were drawn aside Gen. 
Warren, the part bemg taken by Capt. James 
H. Barnett, lay dymg, surrounded by Conti- 
nental' and British soldiers. The double 
quartet from St. James’ choir in the wings 
sang ‘**'The Sword of Bunker Hill. 

One of the prettiest scenes in the entire play 
was the fifth. “Lafayette and the Newport 
Belles.’

ISSUE BONDS TO WIPE OUT THE DEBT. 


Chicago Athletic Club Takes Final Action 
at a Special Meeting. 

At a special meeting of the Chicago Athletic 

club held fast aight the Board of Governors was 


_ authorized to sell $200,000 worth of bonds, 


and pledge the club property for their pay- 
ment, in order to liquidate the floating debt 
of the club to the game amount. 

There were 200 members present, and the 
resolution was adopted by a practically unan- 
imous vote, only seven votes being cast in the 
negative. Byt the opportunity was industri- 
ously improved for members to free their 
minds with reference to the way this debt was 
contracted, and many animated and caustic 
speeches were made, The club set out to erect 
a club-house that cost $500,000 and erected 
one that cost $800,000, so that after issuing 
$500,000 worth of tirst mortgage bonds it 
is now compelled toissue $200,000 worth 
nore of second mortgage bonds. It was in- 
sinuated that this second burden had been 
laid on the club unnecessarily by the archi- 
tect. Henry Ives Cobb, aided and abetted by 


the Board of Governors. 
It is understood that $100,000 worth of 


the new bonds will be taken by the creditors’ 


of the club; and it is hoped the other $100,- 
000 worth will be sold among the members. 
A committee of five members, not governors, 
was appointed to prom ‘te the sale, but it was 
difficult to get any one to serve, some inem- 
bers suggesting that as the Board of Govern- 
ors had run up this debt there would be an 
obvious justice in its negotiating the saie of 
the bonds. A farewell thrust was taken at 
the board by the passage of a resolution re- 
questing it to maké such changes in the. by- 
laws as would enable members of the club to 
take some part in determining its policy. It 
is said the present by-iawsa put all power in 
the hands of the board, and that they cannot 
even be altered without the board’s consent.

Miss M’ NEAL BEGINS IT OHEERFULLY 
UNDER DISCOURAGEMENTS. 


Practicaliy No Farniture or Supplies in 


the Home for Young Women Out of | 


Employment, bat the Housekeeper 
‘ Goes Ahead Pluckily~ Work Is Provided 
for More Sewing Women at the Athe- 
nzum Building-Destitution Among 
Servants Increasing=Relief Affairs. 


“ Walk in, sir. Iam sorry I cannot offer 
youachair. There is not one in the house. 
I sit on my trunk, myself,” said Miss S. B. 
McNeal, in charge of the new unemployed 
girls’ home, No, 4328 Greenwood avenue, to 
a reporter of Taz Trisuve yesterday. “ It is 
true,’ she continued, “ we have no chairs, no 
carpets; only two beds, and they borrowed, 
only bedding for one of them; no range, no 
cooking utensils, no tableware, and no tables; 
and yet I am wonderfully encouraged. QO! I 
have unbounded faith in God and in the peo- 
ple of Chicago. Just let me tell you how I 
started. It was published that some charita- 
ble ladies in Hyde Park originated the work 
and ‘secured’ me as a housekeeper. Now 
that is alla mistake. I started this work my- 
self and ‘ secured’ Mrs. B. F. Nourse to act as 
Chairman of a committee toJback it, and the 
rest of the committee has not been appoint- 
ed. 

‘* This house belongs to W. R. Uttley, who 
rented it to me for $40 a month until May 1, 
and I took possession last Wednesday. Since 
that time the furniture and supplies, of which 
I had none, have come in or been pledged in 
a most encouraging way. Ihave a ton of 
coal in the house, and the butchers, bakers, 
and grocersin the neighborhood have prom- 
ised me all the food I can use in this work un- 
til May 1. Then J. A. Ward dropped in and 
promised me a cooking range, a sewing ‘a- 
chine, and a lot of sheetings. Why, I feel rich 
already, although I have nota chair to sit on. 
I have not called my work here a faith work, 
but that would be a pretty good name for it. 

‘“* Although I am so destitute of household 
furniture l have gone right ahead and ac- 
cepted three inmates this day. One is Mollie 
Dunn, aged 21, a half-orphan with a sick 
father. Another is Mary McGuire, aged 24, 
who has been a waiting maid in a private 
family and has lost her place through a dis- 
ease of the eye. Thethird is Mary Hanser, 
aged 23, who is slender and delicate and un- 
able to do hard work. She said to me: ‘It 
seems so hard that { have nowhere to lay my 

or little head just because I cannot do 

eavy work.’ Well, I have agreed to take 
them allin. I have an application from Mrs, 
Mary Eyner to take herself and her two 
young children on condition she shall do the 
cooking, and I think I shail take them too.” 

The Rev. Dr. Gunsaulus has guaranteed 
Mies McNeal the rent of the building, but 
with that exception she is in need of every- 
thing that can be used to shelter and feed the 
poor girls who may come to her. 

The work of relief in behalfof sewing 
women, inaugurated by the Women’s club, 
was prosecuted vigorously yesterday under 
the direction of Mrs. Lillian Dreyer, at the 
club-rooms in the Athenwum Building. There 
were eighty applications for work during the 
day. In addition to the New Era sewing- 
rooms it is the intention of the club to open 
three others as soon as ible. One of 
these will be located at Oakwood boulevard 
and Langley avenue and will be under the 
direction of Mrs. Dr. Casey Wood, but it 
cannot be in readiness until ‘Thursday morn- 
ing. It will open ona small scale, but will 
be enlarged as soon as there is a demand for 
more room. Another sewing-room will be 
opened in connection with Unity Unitarian 
Church, and a third somewhere in the south- 
western section of the city, The rooms of 
the club were filled with anxious women yes- 
pc whose faces and apparel told only too 
plainly the story of their privations and 
mental sufferings. 

In the same room with Mrs. Dreyer and 
her assistant Mre. John Wilkinson, Acting 
President of the National Columbian House- 
hold Economic Assaciation and her coad- 
jutors were laboriously engaged in an effort 
to relieve women who hac been accustomed 
to household work, orscrubbing and cleaning, 
and had been thrown out of employment. 
The movement has been going on for two 
weeks. Durng the first week there were 
ninety applications, and forty women were 
placed in positions. During last week there 
were 111 applications, and twenty-seven were 
placed. During the two weeks the association 
received seventy-five ‘applications for such 
women, but could not fill them all with the 
exact kind desired. The appearances are, as 
Mrs. Wilkinson says, that the destitution 
among this kind of women is rapidly on the 
increase. 

The same apartment is devoted to the work 
of Miss Ada Sweetin behalf of unemployed 
shop girls. A large number of these girls, 
among whom seemed to be many admirable 
characters, applied for assistance yesterday 
morning, but, as Miss Sweet was helpless in 
the creation of posinons, they were dismissed 
without any immediate help. 


Chicago Orchestra to Contribute, 


From now until the distress among the unem- 
ployed is relieved the members of the Chicago 
Orchestra have decided on adding $1 each 
week out of their salaries to the charity fund. 
There are eighty members in the organization, 
so itmeans $80 a week which will go to feed 
the hungry and shelter the homeless,

‘he tala Dan Coughlin tol police in 
Pibapier of his connection with the white 
horse was related yesterday by Lieut. Hub- 
burd at the trial. In 1889 Hubbard was 
Chief of Police, and he himself questioned 
Coughlin. Notes were taken of the questions 
and answers by T. d. O'Neill, who was then 
Mayor Cregier’s private secretary. Those 
notes were greatly sought for yesterday and 
Mr. Wing caused six subposnas to issue in'an 
attempt to get them. They are supposed to 
be in the hands of ex-Mayor Cregier, but the 
prosecution believes they have been lost. 
Today probably will see the last witness for 
the State put upon the stand, A day's recess 
will intervene, and then the prosecution will 
begin to present its case. Two more medical 


experts will testify today. 
To his intense surprise Kickham Scanlan 


blossomed out asa witness yesterday. He 
didn’t want to, but he made a fash statement 
in court, and before he could wink Mr, Wing 
had him sworn and on the stand answering 
quéstions. He made a poor witness. 

So much has been said about the Windsor 
Theater in the evidence that Judge Tuthill re- 
ceived a request from the jury to visit tho 
theater with some. distrust.

When 2 o'clock came Mr. Wing began to 
hear fromm his lavish expenditure of subpcenaes, 
Every one except ex-Mayor Cregier appeared, 
When W, P. Rend was asked three questions 
by Mr. Bottum and dismissed without a word 
by Mr. Wing, the attorney who called him, 
Mr. Rend - bent a scathing look on Mr. Wing 
and remarked: ‘*I hope I won't be called 
again until lam really needed, Iam pretty 
busy now.”’ 

Mr. Longenecker was the first man caught 
by Wing’s subponaes, He testified that he 
had no recollection of ever having seen a 
transcript of the interview between Coughlin, 
Mayor Cregier, and others in the Mayor’s 
office the day of Coughlin’s arrest. Then Mr. 
Wing asked: 

Q.—Now, in regard to the statement that the 
State proposed to offer here this morning, con- 
cerning the admissions made by leeman O’Sulli- 
van to you at the Sheffield Avenue Statior, will 
you tell the court all about the circumstances 
under which that statement was given? A.—My 
best recollection about the statement is that the 
noms after it wes reported that they had 
found Dr. Cronin’s body in the sewer I took my 
stenographer, Mr. James M. Purcell, out to Lake 
View, and was there nearly all day. There was 
quite a crowd ‘in the station. The body was in 
the basement. O'Sullivan was there nearly all 
day, too, mingling with thé crowd. In the even- 
ing, my Boar: omer of is that I sent some one after 
him to come down; that | wanted to have a talk 
with him. O'Sullivan came and we went into the 
little office, and I questioned him about the Carl- 
son cottage and about the employing of Dr. 


Cronin. : 
Q.—Did you make any threats towards him or 


promises to him, A.-—None whatever. 

W. P. Rend ‘said he was present at the in- 
terview between Mayor Cregier and the de- 
fendant, Coughlin, held in the Mayor’s office 
in 1889. There was a statement made there 
by the defendant Coughlin; that according to 
his recollection the statement was taken down 
by O'Neill, the Mayor’s private secretary, in 
shorthand but that the witness never saw a 
copy of it. 

Judge Jonas Hutchinson of the Superior 
Court said practically the same thing. Then 
T. J. O'Neill, who in 1889 was secretary to 
Mayor Cregier, was called. He said he was 
present at the interview named and had taken 
stenographic notes of the proceedings. He 
had those notes written out and then gave 
both notes and transcript to Mayor Cregier. 

George Malia, a policeman, again described 
how Dr. Cronin’s body was taken from the 
Lake View catch-basin. 

The testimony of Capt. Mew, deceased, 
relative to the finding of the trunk was read. 

Henry Planskie, now of New York, but 
who in 1889 wasasalesman in Bacharach’s 
men’s furnishing store, No, 28 North Clark 
street, testified that Sunday, May 5, 1889, he 
sold some shirts, collars, etc., to|two men and 
that those two nen were the defendants, Mar- 
tin Burke and Patrick Cooney, whom he iden- 
tified on the former trial of this case. 

Thomas F. O’Connor was called by the 
Staie, anda photograph of Cooney the Fox, 
the man who is supposed to baive struck the 
fatal Llow, was exhibited to him, and he iden- 
tified it.

TO FORM A NATIONAL DAIRY UNION, 


Representatives from the United States 
and Canada to Meet. 

For the purpose of organizing a National 
Dairy Union representative dairymen from 
various parts of the United States and Canada 
will meet af the Tremont House at 10 a. m. 
today. The principal subject to be discussed 
will be how to put pure dairy goods ona 
sound basis and secure legislation to prevent 
the fraudulent sale of substitutes, and to en- 
courage an increased production of high grade 
dairy products. The sale of butterine, it is 
said, has increased to such enormous propor- 
tions, and, according to the dairymen, be- 
cause it is not sold under its true colors. that 
some radical steps must be immediately 
taken to protect the butier industry from 
irreparable damage. This convention was 
called at the instance of the Elgin Board of 


Trade. 

Leading dairy produce merchants on South 
Water street who were asked for their opinions 
as to what should and could be done to pro- 
tect the interests of those engaged in the 
sale of genuine butter replied as follows: 

S.-T. Fish & Co.’s representative—Some means 
by which the public can tell the difference be- 
tween butter and butterine ought to be devised 
and proper laws to carry the same into effect 
enacted. When a man s into a restaurant he 
does not know whether he is eating butterine or 
butter. The former is colored like the real 
article. Thatis not to say that butterine is un- 
wholesome, but it is placing it on an (unfair 
footing. Our idea is that butterine manufactur- 
ers should be compelied by law to color their 
product pink, or some tint that would place it 
on its own merits. 

Secretary Littler of the Produce Exchange— 
This exchange is of the opinion and has placed 
itself on record to the effect that this is an ex- 
ceedingly inopportune time to form a National 
Dairy Union. However, we are in favor of any- 
thing that will in any way protect and aid the 
manufacture and sale of genuine dairy products. 
In this State we have laws that sbould protect 
those interests, but we have no Dairy Commis- 
sioners to see that the laws are enforced. But- 
terine is not alone the subject for discussion. 
These dairymen who will meet here would do 
well to turn their attention to abuses arising out 
a - more ernre yt ae - called filled aye 

y which the public is largely imposed upon an 
good grades of cheese injured. 

Price & Keith~We are in aypnety with the 
convention. A uniform national law is needed so 
that butterine should sel! on its merits. 

Merrill & Eldredge—The uifficulty arises large- 
ly with the grocer and retail dealer. The public 
is continually being sold butterine for butter, 
especially in hard times like these when low 
prices are demanded. This makes inroads on the 
sale of genuine butter. The fault does not lie 
with the manufacturers of butterine under our 
peace laws. However, some means by which 

utterine can be — recognized by the con- 
sumer, so that he need not buy butterine unless 
he wants it, ought to bedevised. We hope to 
see beneficial results from this convention.

General Managers of the Trunk Lines and 
Central Traffic Association Roads to 
Meet Jan. 24<Transcontinental Lines 
May Settle Their Troubles with the 
Canadian PacificeEastbound Shipments 
Last Week Nearly Equal to Those of 
the Previous Week. | 

There is but little prospect that the proposed 
plan of the General Passenger, and Ticket 

Agents to pool all passenger traffic in Cen- 

tral Traffic and Trank Line Association terri- 

tory will ever be carried out. It would prob- 
ably be feasible to establish a pool on through 
traffic between Chicago and New York, but to 


‘pool the business between local and inter- 


inediate points is utterly impossible. There 
are so many lines which intersect each other 
and the interests of which are so conflicting 
that any attempt to agree upon percentages 
would surely fail. The Erie was evidently 
aware of the above fact, and therefore made 
its acceptance of the proposition to form a 
pool conditional upor the pooling of the 
through and local business at the same 
time, Those General Passenger Agents 
who hare returned from the New York 
meeting state that that part of the 
dispatch from New York published last 
Sunday which states that it is the intention to 
advance the passenger rates betweén Chicago 
and New York is without foundation. No ad- 
vance in rates was recommended or consid- 
ered. AlJl commissions for the sale of tickets 
are to be stopped and outstanding tickets to 
be redeemed at the highest first-class rates. 
This, it is believed, would drive scalpers out 
of the business. Arbitrators are to arrange 
for division of business. They may order dif- 
ferential lines to raise rates if they get more 
than their share or raise rates on limited 
trains of standard lines under same condi- 
tions. If they decline to do this they may be 
requised to pay a mdney penalty, and the road 
running behind may secure money payment 
to even balances if it so desires, 

The General Managers of the ‘Central 
Traffic and Trunk Line Associations will 
meet in New York Jan. 24 to consider the 
plan of the General Passenger and ‘Ticket 
Agents. As the plan proposed by the General 
Passenger Agents is directly in cunflict with 
the inter-State law, strong efforts are beimg 
made to induce the Inter-State Commission 
to take no, cognizance of the existence of 
pools until Congress has bad a chance to 
amend the law. Chairman Midgley of the 
Western Freight Association left for Wash- 
ington last evening, where he will be joined 
by Commissioner Goddard of the Trunk Line 
Association, Commissioner Blanchard of the 
Central Traffic, and the Chairmen of other 
railroad associations, and they will make a 
combined onslaught upon the commission 


‘with a view of getting permission to pool 


their freight and passenger business, and at 
the same time they will try and prevail upon 
Congress to legislate the inter-State law out 
of existence, inasmuch as it is a dead letter 
any way. 


MAY YET SETTLE THEIR TROUBLES, 


Transcontinental Lines Again in Session 
Considering New Propositions, 

There is a probability that after all the 
trouble between the Canadian Pacific and the 
other transcontinental roads regarding Pa- 
cific coast passenger rates will be amicably 
adjusted. Represenatives of the Canadian 
Pacific, Great Northern, Southern Pacific, 
and Northern Pacific arrived here yesterday 
quietly and unannounced and put their heads 
together witha view of settling their differ- 
ences in order to prevent another rate war. 
The’prospects of a settlement of ‘the troubles, 
it is claimed, are now better than ever before. 
At the last meeting, when the Canadian Pa- 
cific claimed differentials on Puget Sound 
business, the Great Northern offered it the 
use of its lines from Vuncouverto Puget 
Sound points so as to remvve the plea of the 
Canadian Pacific that /it labored under a dis. 
advantage because it had to use the water 
route between those points, At that time the 
Canadian Pacitic could not entertain 
the offer _ because of contracts it. had 
entered into with the steamship 
com pany in which its freight 
department was as much interested as the 
passenger department. The Canadian Pacific 
has now made a proposition to the Great 
Northern by which those contracts could be 
canceled if a satisfactory arrangement can 
be made for taking care of its freight traffic 
by the rail route as well as its passenger 
traffic, and a satisfactory division can be ar- 
ranged on through rates. The Northern Pa- 
cific has taken the proposition under consid- 
eration and promised to give an answer to- 
day. The Canadian Pacific further proposes 
to the Southern Pacific to split their différ- 
ences on differentials via the ocean route from 
Victoria to San Franciseo. The Canadian 
Pacific, which heretofore demanded a $10 
differential, is now willing to accept a differ- 
ential of $5. Should the Great Northern and 
Southern Pacific consent to grant the Cana- 
dian Pacitic’s new propositions another meet- 
ing of allthe transcontinental lines is to be 
called at once to arrange for putting the new 
agreement into effect. The opinion now is 
that the existing difficulties will be settled 
this week and another rate war averted. 


EAST-BOUND TRAFFIC STILL HEAVY, 


Shipments Last Week Nearly as Heavy as 
the Week Previous, 

Chicago east-bound roads last week came 
near repeating their feat of the week previous 
when they shipped the largest amount of flour, 
grain, and provisions ever forwarded from 
Chicago through the seaboard points. For 
the week ending Jan. 4, 1894, the total 
through shipments amounted to 137,383 
tons, while last week they amounted to 130,- 
848 tons. The limit set for forwarding 
freight from Chicago at the low rates in ef- 
fect up to Jan, 1, 1894, expired Thursday, 
Jan. 11, and consequently most of the freight 
secured at the low rates ought to have been 
forwarded by the end of last week. Itis 
therefore to be presumed that the statement 
for this week will make rather a poor showing 
as very little freight is being shipped at the 
advanced rates. Should it appear that cer- 
tain roads should continue tocarrya heavy 
tonnage it would be almost positive proof 
that such roads are still cutting rates and, in 
that event more serious trouble could hardly 
be prevented. fe 

he total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traftic Association roads during the last week 
amounted to 180,348 tons, against 137,383 
tons for the week previous and 52,536 
tons for the corresponding week last year. 
Flour shipments last week amounted to 19,- 
845 tons, against 5,718 tons last year; grain, 
102,758 tons, against 36.922 tons; provis- 
ions, 7,745 tons, against 9,896 tons. The 
percentages carried by the various roads were 
as follows: Baltimore a Ohio, 2.6; Bi 
Four, 6.6; Chicago and Erie, 9; Chicago an 
Grand Trunk, 9.5; Lake Shore, 8.3;

BOGUE 
OHARGE OF FINANOIAL IRREGULAR- 
ITY MADE AGAINST HIM. 


He Is Said to Be Short in His Accounts 
with the Presbyterian Hospital $638,000 
His Career as Politician, Clubman, 
and Large Dealer Has Been One of 
Prominence = Lewis Estate Suffers No 
Loss=Friends Say He Will Make Up the 
Amount, 


*. When George M. Bogue drew out of the 
firm of Bogue & Co, last summer the fact 
that he was in financial difficulties became in 
& measure public property. Rumor has been 
more or less busy with his name ever since. 
These rumors came tog head yesterday by 
the publication of the charge that the finan- 
cia! interests intrusted to his care were also in 
bad shape. The most serious charge made is 
that funds of the Presbyterian Hospital have 
been diverted from their rightful uses and that 
the institution is out a sum of money esti- 
mated by its officials at $68,000. 

_ George M. Bogue is a prominent man in 
Chicago, Though not old in years, he has 
been before the public for many years. He 
has been a politician and has made politics 
pay. He has been a Railway and Warchouse 
Commissioner, and hag held other appointive 
offiees due to his political influence, As a 
club member he is well known. As a real es- 
tate operator and agent he has been particu- 
larly prominent and successful. He served 
us President of the Real Estate Board. Large 
interests have been committed to his care. 
His specialties have been what are termed 
railroad and syndicate deals, and he bas been 
in close touch with Eastern capitalists. To 
acre operators he is best known from his con- 
nection with the Grant Locomotive Works 
aeal, He is a trustee of the Lewis estate. 


His Connection with the Hospital. 


Being a prominent Presbyterian Mr. Bogue 
was called upon. to take part in the work of 
the Presbyterian Hospital at least ten years 
ago in the capacity of a real estate expert. 
Then, upon the getirement of D. K. Pearsons. 
he was elected Presidént. He served four years 
and resigned when it became known that he 
was financially embarrassed. A new man- 
agement brought to light alleged facts which 
caused the following statement to be made 
yesterday by a member of the Finance com- 
mittee of the Presbyterian Hospital: 

** The fact of the matter is the Presbyterian 
Hospital is short $68,000 for which it will in 
all probability get nothing whatever. Mr. 
Bogve’s shortage originally wasa little over 
$74,000. I do not remember the exact 
figures. Since his shortage was discovered 
$6,000 has been made good. A friend of 
Mr, Bogue’s signed his note as security for 
that amount, and then, saying he did not ¢are 
to be bothered about it any further, paid the 
sum‘in cash to the treasurer of the hospital. 
It is not true that any larger sum 
has been secured to the hospital. r. Bogue 
has claimed all the time that he is able to se- 
cure the full amount, but I do not know about 
that. In fact, 1 am strongly inclined tothink 
that he can make nothing good. The Finance 
committee is to meet next Monday to report, 
by which time Mr, Bogue has said he can 
make his shertage good. The friend who 
paid the $6,000 has no security whatever. 

Loan Said to Be Worthless. 
_ “ There is a loan on the property! No. 1227 
Michigan avenue for $20,000, The property 
belongs to Mrs. Walter Peck. It was leased 
by Mrs. -Walter Peck to H. J. Tillotson for a 
term.of ninety-nine years. Ihe lot was built 
up with a three-story house and this was con- 
verted into a five-story apartment building. 
The deal was managed in some way by a 
firm of builders, and it was = gen- 
erally understood that they were 
acting for Mr. Bogue. . By using these people 
Mr, Bogue avoided personal liability, and the 
funds necessary were furnished by the 
hospital on a leasehold loan. TVhe ground 
rent is $2,160. The income from the prop- 
erty is not sufficient to vay ground rent, 
taxes, insurance, etc., so there is nothing left 
and we cannot sell it. so the loan is worthless. 

‘*Mr. Bogue took things in his own hands 
and made loans without authority. ‘Thé trou- 
ble is the ‘committee did not examine ab- 
stracts nor look up titles.

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PESOHMANN OONFESSES HE KILLED 


MRS. SOHRUMS FOR HER MONEY. 


Then Set Fire to His Hotel at Mil- 
Waukee to Conceal the Crime«Fails to 
Find the Cash He Sought and Then 
Tries te Save the Bullding from De- 
struction, as He Had No Inaurance— 
Waiting for Weeks for His Chance to 


Commit the Robbery. 

Mitwavcxer, Wis., Jan. 15,—| Special. — 
Rudolph J. Peschmann confesses to having 
murdered Mri#.Anna Schrums. She was found 
dead after a fire in the Cream City Hotel 
early Friday inorning, and at first it was sup- 
posed she wus suffocated by smoke. Pesch- 
mann was the proprietor of the hotel. His 
motive for the murder was robbery, as he 
understood the old lady had $40,000 concealed 
in her room. He claims to have found less 
than a dollar. Afterwards he says he set fire 
to the room in the hope of making it appear 
that she had been suffocated to death, 

Peschmann was arrested this morning. For 
a long time he maintained his innocence, but, 
when confronted with the evidence that th 
lock of one of Mrs. Schrums’ trunks had bee 
tampered with and other evidence of a strong 
nature, he confessed. He said that since he 
had taken the hotel two years ago business 
had been poor, He Knew Mrs. Schrums had 
considerable money and it occurred to him 
that some time he might manage to get hold 
of it. He had been thinking over the matter 
for nearly a year. Some time ago he 
had decided to wait until she died, but of late 
the old lady had been in such excellent health 
that he decided to make a more definite move. 
For a week past he watched her continuously. 
Thursday night he heard Mrs. Schrums get 
up and goto another room. He concluded 
that his chance had come and he went into 
When 
Mrs. Schrums returned he threwa blanket 
over her head and choked hen She made no 
outery and fell on the floor. This was about 
7 o élock in the evening. While she was in- 
sensibie he made a search of her effects. 


Plan Discussed with His Wife. 


Then he went down-stairs and told his wife, 
with whom he had talked over the plan some 
time before, that the old lady was dead and 
that they might help themselves to whatever 
they might find. She refuséd to accompany 
him up-stairs and he returned alone. He 
searched almost every box without finding 
any money excepting about a dollarin change 
in ah old pocketbook, Finally he broke open 
a trunk with a chisel. All he could find were 
some pieces of silks and satins. While 
he was making the search the old lady showed 
signs of recovering. Then he choked her 
again. It was after midnight when he gave 
up the search. He felt of Mrs. Schrums’ 
hands and they were cold. He} put his ear to 
her breast and found her heart had stopped 

. Then he was seized with remorse. 
He secured a bottle of ammonia and put it to 
her nose. It had no effect. Then he believed 
she was dead. 

About 8 o'clock in the morning he con. 
cluded to set fire to Mrs. Schrums’ room and 
burn up the body or make it eppear she was 
suffoéated. He took a lamp and broke it on 
the floor close to where the body lay. The oil 
ran over the carpet. which heignited. Then 
he went down-sfairs to his room and went to 
bed, intending to remain there until 
the fire got a good start 560 
as to avoid suspicion. He waited 
until the fire burned through the ceil- 
ing of his room. He carried no insurance 
and so he did not want the whole place to 
burn up, as that would leave him penniless. 
He took his wife and child out of the house 
and thén gave the alarm. 

Firemen Find the Body. 


Mrs. Schrums was the only person in the 
hotel that night. It is a small transient 
house a bel agen ee and fae ses be and 
had po. .o guests for several days. 
When the firemen reached the fire Peschtnann 
notified therm that there was a woman in the 
house. 

Some of the firemen rushed through the 
flames and smoke and pulled out the body. 
It was only slightiy burned about the chest. 
The fire was soon extinguished, the furniture 
in Mrs. Schrums’ room being only scorched. 

There is a question as to the final cause of 
the woman’s death. Some believe Pesch- 
mann choked her into insensibility and that 
death was really caused by suffocaticn. Drs. 
Bradley and Chandler, who made the post- 
mortem examination for the Coroner, 
give suffocation and burns as the cause 
of death. On the other hand, Peschmann 
after be bad made his confession admitted he 
thought he had killed the woman. He said 
after he choked her the first time hé tied her 
feet and hands. and that when he removed the 
ropes just before he gaye the alarm of fire the 
feet and bands were cold, It is-for this rea- 
son that he thinks she was dead before the 
fire reached her 

Ainong the effects in the pogsession of the 
police is an old sachel which is stained with 
what apperits to be blood. This was taken to 
Pesckmann’s celi and shown him, but he 
said he could not account for the stains. He 
said Mrs. Schrums did not bleed, and, in 
fact, there are not’ even any marks on her 
neck: and he said he did not cut himself 
while he was breaking open the trunk. He 
thinks the stains Bess oe been on the 
sachel long before he opened tt. 

Although the police are convinced that Mrs. 
Schrums had a large amount of money in her 
room they are not satisfied that Peschmanun 
found it and are inclined to believe with him 
that if he had found the money he would have 
allowed the fire to destroy all evidence of his 
crime before giving the alarm. 

Mrs. Sechrums was mother of Mrs. 
Julius Kasten, wife of Dr. Kasten of this city. 
Owing to her eccentricities she declined to 
live with her daughter. She preferred to 
keep the quarters she had had in the old 
house for so many years. The police have 
learned, however, that she had become dissat- 
istied with Peschmann’s conduct and that she 
intended to leave soon. They think this is 
what hastened Peschmann in his effort to get 
possession of her valuables.
